I find he is ſo ſubje@ to miſtake, both'in quotirg 
Authors and Scriptures, that I dare not. lay ary 
weight upon what he ſays of them. 

1. In pag. 4. ſaith Mr, K. T ſhall begin with 
My. S. pag. $. viz. I think there is more to be 
wfid for ſprinkling or pouring water on the Face 
in Baptiſm, then there is for dipping or ducking 
over head and ears in a River or Pond ; for the 
latter is more like a puniſhment of Criminals than 
the ſolemnjzing of an Ordinance of God, Fc. 
To which I Anſwer, I am of the ſame mind 
ſill, and. can ſee no reaſon at all toalter it 3 for 

ou cannot produce any poſitive Command. for 
1t, hor clear Example of it, .in all the Bookof 
God; but the Learned” will teff you, that the 


_ ord Baptize, is frequently" aſed for pouting and

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2. What was the ſignification of - all thoſe 

Sprinklings, and Pourings, and Waſhing, with 
Blood, and alſo with Water, but to ſet forth and 
Typifie the cleanſing Vertue of the Holy Ghoſt, 
and the abſolute neceſſity of Regeneration. and 
 Sanftification? 7a. 52, 15. So ſhall he ſprinkle 
many nations, &c. that is, God wall ſanCtife many 
Nations, or ſome of many Nations; and what 1s 
Baptiſm but a Sign orToken of Sanftification and 
Regeneration, Exod. 24. 8. And JMoſes took the 
blozd and ſprinkled it on.the people, and ſaid, Be- 
bold the blood of the covenant, which the Lord hath 
made with you. And yet that was but the Sign of 
the Blood of the Covenant 3. for the real Blood | 
of the Covenant was the Blood of Chriſt, who . 
was given for a. Covenant of the People, 1/a. 49. 
6, 8. Heb. 9.13, For if the blond of bulls, and of 
goats, and the aſhes of an beifer ſprinkling the un- 
clean, -ſan{ljieth to the purifying of the #4 Mind, 
it was but the purifying of the Fleth, not the 
Spirit 3 it was but an External Sanftification, or 
a Sign thereof; and is Water-baptiſm any more ? 
But mind the 14th. verſe, How much mie ſhall 
the blood of Chrift, who through the eternal Spirit, 
offered himſelf without ſpot to God, purge your con» 
ſciences from dead works to ſerve the- living God ? 
Ezck. 35. 25, 26. Then will T ſprinkle clean water 
upon you, and ye ſhall be clean : from all your filtht- 
ne/3, and from ail your idols will 1 cleanſe you, A 
new heart alſ9.will I give you, and a new ſpirit w1ll 
F put within you, and I will take away the Stony 
heart out of your fleſh, 'and I will grve you an heart 
of fleſh. And I pray mind all theſe following 
Scriptures or Sprinkling and Pourings, G'c. Heb.

16, Here you ſee are ſprinklings, 
(5c. both of blood and water, under the Old 
Teſtament, and-alſo the New, which Types out 
Regeneration, viz. blood for Juſtification, and 
water for San@ification, which 1s very 'compa- 
tible to the fagnification of. Baptiſm.. Now pray 
find us out ſo many Scriptures, if you can, 
wherein Dipping, or Immerſion in blood and 
water, do fo nearly repreſent and parallel the 
Ordinance of. Water-baptiſm, and alfo that have 
the Covenant for their Center, as all theſe I quo- 
ted have, both in the Old and New Teſtament. 

3. It is a praftice among the Heathens ( as I 
have been informed) when they Dedicate any 
thing to their 1dol/-Gods, to take it and dip or 
plunge it all under water z and if fo, then it is 
plainly forbidden in Levit. 20. 23. And ye ſhall 
not walk in the manners of the nations, which I ca$t 
out before you : &C. 

4. Suppoſe, for Arguments ſake, that it ſhould 
be granted, That dipping in Baptiſm was the 
Mode in thoſe Hot Countries, where 1t couid not 
be ſo prejudicial to their Health, yet it doth not 
therefore follow, that Perſons ſhould be dipped 
all under water in theſe Northern Countries, 
where it is ſo extream cold, eſp:cially in the 
Winter, unleſs there had been a. poſitive Com- 
mand given for ſo doing for Baptiſm 1s a Duty 
at all times of the Year ; for God never Ap- 
pointed any Ordinance that would'put his People 
ut Jeopardy of their Lives. ; 

5. The Anabaptifts will have Dipping to be 
the only Mode of Baptiſm : For, ſay they, Fohn 
baptized in Enon near Salim, becauſe there was 
much water there : But the Learned do tell us, 
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were many waters there ; And ſoT have it" atfy * 
in a Spaniſh Teſtament, which I may as well make 
uſe of as Mr. B, K. hath of the Dutch Tongue, 
Viz. John. 3. 23- T Baptizava Tambien Tuan en 
Enon jnnto a Salim, porque Avia muchas Azuas : 
y veman y eran Baptizados. Tf it had been much 
water then it muſt have been mucho agua, in the 
ſingular, and.not muchas aguas, which is many 
waters, in the plural: And Travellers that have 
been in thoſe Countries do ſay, that there is 
ſcarcely water enough to cover a Mans Ancles, 
much leſs to bury therr Bodies, 


6. Another Scripture they lay great ſtreſs upon 
For Dipping'is, Rom. 6. 4. Therefore we are buried 
with him by baptiſm, &c. In which Text is Typed 
out unto us the new Birth, which conſiſts of two 
parts, namely, the death of Sin, and the Refur- 
reftion of Spiritual Life, (9c. And both theſe are 
pointed at in Baptiſm, as a Sign thereof; and 


ſo it was in Circumcifion ; both which you have 


repreſented together, to the ſame purpoſe, in 
«Col. 2. 10, 11, 12. Which ſeems alſo to refer to, 
.or point ont unto us the change of the Or- 


, dinance from Circumciſion to Baptiſm, viz. 


And ye are complete in him, which is the head of all © 
-principality and power. In whom alſo ye are circum- 
ciſed with the circumciſion made without hands, in 
putting off the body of the ſins of the fleſh, by the 
_ circumciſion of Chriſt : Buried with him in baptiſm, 
wherein alſo you are riſen with him through the faith 
of the operation of God, who hath raiſed him from 
'the dead, Ver. 13, 14. And you being dead in 
your ſins, and the uncircumcifion of your fleſh, hath 
he quickened together with him, having forgiven you 
all treſpaſſes, Blotting out the hand-writing of ordi- 


- wi, aud Hadk;it out of "the way, nailing it to bis 


croſs. © | 
Here are ſeveral things to be obſerved from 
-theſe Scriptures : 

x. Here 'is Circumciſion and Baptiſm, both 
pointing at one and the ſame; thing, viz. The 
death of the body of Sin for all the Ele& of God, 
vertually-in the death of-Chriſt, and the Relur- 
reftion of their Spiritual Life when Chriſt aroſe 
from the dead, which is the Firſt ReſurreGtion, 
on whom the Second. Death ſhall have no power 3 
for under the Figure of Circumcition it 1s ſaid, 
—— putting off the body of the ſins of the fleſh. 

Secondly, Under the Figure of Baptiſm 1t 1s 
| "+ ſ[baried with him in baptiſm, which is the death 
| and burial of Sin. 

| 2, Here was the total Abolition of the Ceres 
| -monial Law, but not of the Moral Law ; for 
| the ſubſtantial part of the Ten Commandments are 
| as much 1n force, and as binding now, as ever.z 
, F and likwiſe of Circumciſion, the Token of the 
, F Everlaſting Covenant which is centered in the 

Ordinance of Baptiſm. 

3. This deſtroys their Argument, viz. That 
Perſons dy aft Grace in their own Baptiſm : For 
what Analogy can there be in Burial, which they 
make the Pattern. for their Mode of Baptiſm, 
wherein the Subje& is wholly paſſive, ſo as no- 
thing can be more ; and being aQtive in Bap- 
tiſm, 'here the former part of their Argument 
contradids and deſtroys the latter part thereof. 

4+ The ſubſtance of theſe Scriptures do not 
-only make more for us, who do aftirm That all 
the Subjefts of Baptiſin are wholly paſſive in the 
Adminiſtration thereof, but alſo it points out 
unto us the- very ſubjects themſelves, . namely, 
[Young Infants: For ſuch were the ſubjects or

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new Birth in theſe Scriptures, in which all the 
Ele, -Young and Old, are as paſlive, as a-Child 
1s in its own natural birth, and. this Spiritual 


birth is, frequently ſet forth by ſprinkling, ;waſh-,

But 
whenever the A of Baptizing is expreſt, it is al- 
ways expreſt by anxther word. The word Baptize is 
often uſed to ſignifie any kind of waſhing or cleanſing 
by water, by the application of water any way to the 
thing, Mark 7. 4. The Phariſces eat not except 
they waſh, In the Greeh it is, Except they be 
baptized. Azain, Luke 11, 38. The Phariſees 
marvelled that our Saviour had not firſt waſhed 
before dinner, It the Greek likewiſe it 7s, That 
he was not firſt baptized. 

Secondly, In pag. 59. In thoſe Examples which 
ſeem to be moſt expreſs for Dipping, and therefore are 
moſt coinmonly urged for the Proof of it, there 1s at 
4 moſt but a bare probability of it, and hardly that in

So that 1t 1s impoſſible Children could be ex- 
cluded, if they had any, becauſe the word

Goſpel only occafionally ; for no doubt but there 
were many thouſands of Houſholds more, that 
were baptized in the Apoſtles Time, which they 
had not the ſame occaſion to mention in parti- 
cular, which we do not read of. 

4. And Laſtly, Though all the Infant-Seed of 
Eclicvers are Holy Children in Scripture account, 
yet oF are not all favingly ſanftified, neither is 
Water-baptiſm it ſelf ſuch an Ordinance as to 
convey or infuſe Grace and Holinefs into the 
Subje& baptized, fo as to unite them to Chrift 
by Regeneration 3 No, that is the Work of the 
Holy Ghoſt alone in the Baptifm by Fire. 

Indeed this I do believe, that God may, nay 
many tirnes doth, while the external Sign of 
Regeneration and SanRification 1s applying with- 
out, work the thing fignified by his holy Spirit 
internally within. 

Thus you ſee here are clear Examples of In- 
fant-Baptiſm, and good Authority for it, unlefs 
it can be proved that there were no Cluldren 1n 
all theſe Nations, that Chriſt commttfioned his 
Apoſtles to preach the Gofpel unto. 

3. It is clear, that all the InfanteSeed of Be- 
lievers have a Right unto the Ordinance of Bap- 
tiſm, in their Infaucy, from the peculiar Pro- 
miſes of God made unto them aboye all other

ThusT have proved the Infant-Seed* of: Be- 
hevers to be Diſciples. 

2. All the Infant-Seed' of Believers are called 
holy Children, 1 Cor. -7. 14. Even as the Child- 
ren of Jraci were, becaufe they were a Cove- 
nant-Pcople, and yet all Jrac were not faved ; 
for with many of them God was not well-plea- 
ſed, neither do I believe that all. the Seed of 
Goſpel-Believers will be faved, though they aro 
baptized 3 but all that are Elected ſhall be ſaved. 
They are-holy by vertue of. their- being in the 
Covenant with their Parents ; and- as Chriſt did 
not come to deſtroy the Law but to fulfil it, fo 
neither did he come to Repeal nor Diflolve the 
Covenant, but to confirm it, Dan. 9, And after 
threeſcore and two weeks.ſhall Meſſiah be cut off, but 
not for himſelf, &c. 

And he ſhall confirm the cavenamt with many ſox 
one weeks, &c. 

$s. The Infant-Secdi of Believers are under 
the Miniſtry of the Holy Angels, Mat. 18. 10- 
Take heed that ye deſpiſe not one of theſe little ones ; 
for T ſay unto you, that in heaven their angels do als 
ways behold the face of my Father which is in hea- 
ven. And look back on the 6th. verſe, and you 
will ſee that they were Children that believed in 
Chriſt: Heb. 1. Are they not ail miniſtring ſpirits, 
ſent forth to miniſter for them who ſhall be heirs of 
ſalvation £ The bleiſed Angels have the care and 
condudt of all the Ele& of: God, both in their 
Lives, and at their Deaths, Lake 16. And it came 
to paſs that the beggar died, and wa carryed by the 
Angels into Abrahams boſome : That was, into E- 
ternal Glory ; and the Angels are as capable. of 
doing Service for an Ele& Infant, both living 
and dying, as they are for the oldeſt Saint upon 


Earth, becauſe the Angels are not Adted by any 
| | power. 
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pawer of the Creatures; but by the Power of 
God ; therefore the Infant-Seed of Believers 
have a Right to Baptiſm; ia which Ordinance all 
the Subjects are as paſſive, as all the Subjets of 
Circumcifton were 3 and the Children of Belic- 
yers do; make the ſame paſſive Figure in the 
Church now, as the Children of the Jews did in 
the Church under the Law ; for our Saviour tells 
us, that of ſuch is the Kingdom of Heaven, which 
5 the Church. 

6. And Laſtly, To crown all the reſt, Was 
the ſweet compaſſionate behaviour of our bleiſed 
Redeemer towards the Infant-Seed of Believers, 
in Mark-10, And they brought young children unto 
him, that he ſhould touch them ; and his diſciples re- 
tnbed thoſe that brought them. But when Feſus ſaw 
it, he was much difpleaſe4, and ſaid unto tbem, 
Suffer the little children to come unto me, and forbid 
them not : for of ſuch js the kingdom of God, And 
he took them up in his aims, put his hands upon 
them, and bleſſed them. 

i. Here was no bodily Diſtemper complained 
of, nor no cure wrought upon their Bodies, 

2. Theſe Children were the Infant-Seed of 
Relievers : For if their Parents had not been re- 
conciled unto Chriſt, they would never have 
brought their children unto him, to be bletled 
by lum. 

— As they were Adult Believers that brought 
them to Chriſt, ſo were they alſo which rebuked 
them that brought them. 

4. And Laſtly, Chriſt did receive them, and 
laid his Hands on them, and blefſed them, and 
alfo prayed. 

Thus you ſee, that the ſweet carriage and 
compaſſionate behaviour of our blefled Redec- 
wer, towasds theſe little Infants of believing 
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Parents, doth clearly demonſtaate unto us, that 
they were in the Covenant, and were baptized 
before they were thus viſibly brought unto Chriſt, 
ſceing that he himſelf laid his hands on them, 
and blefled'them ; for laying on of Hands in the 
Primitrve Time was fſuccedaneous to Baptiſm, 
Adts 8.

Thus you ſee it clearly made out, That all the 
Infant-Seed of Believers have a Right to the Or- 
dinance of Baptiſm ; and this brings me to take 
notice of that yy of B. K's. viz. What Be- 
nefit is it to a Child to be baptized ? 

To which I reply, So might proud carnal Rea- 
fon have Queried 1n the Time of Circumciſion, 
What benefit have our Young Infants by being 
circumciſed at Eight Days old * But the Apoſtles 
Anſwer 1s very compatible to Mr. K, Rom. 3. 
1, 2. What advantage then hath the Few ? or what 
profit s there of cireumciſion 2 Much every way © 
chiefly, becauje that unto them were committed the 
Oracles of God. 

Believing Gentiles and their Children are one

And fo they have a Federal Right unto the O- 
racles of God, as Ijrael had of old. 

3- Baptiſm is a ſolemn Dedication of our 
Children unto God, from whom we received 
them, and it muſt be done by a folemn Act, by 
the Parents conſent in an Ordinance of God, or 
elſe it is but humane Invention ; therefore if 1t 
ought not to be done in that Church Ordinance, 
namely, Baptiſm, then I detire to know of thoſe 
Gentlemen that oppoſe it, what Church Ordi- 
nance it muft be done in,that is more compatible 
than that of Baptiſm. | 

4. And Laſtly, It is the Duty of all Chriſtian | 
Believers to look upon all their Children in their *

Infincy,. as Elefted of. God from all Eternity.. 


It 1s not for us to.reprobate-any. of them in our 
Minds, and fay, If. I knew which of my Child- 
ren were choſen of God, I would dedicate them 
-only-unto God in Baptiſm ;.: For that indeed is. a 
ſecret we ought not'to pry into; it is Gods Pre- 
rogative only to know which of: our Childrens 
Names are written in his Book of Ele&ton : But 


ſeeing they are all called holy Children, without 


exception, our Duty 1s to hope well of. them all, 

.and dedicate them all unto God, in the Ordi- 
nance of Baptiſm, and believe and pray. for 
them all, as if they were all -Elefted ;. and. we 
did know 1t, as long as we do not know any 
thing to the contrary... But God hath put all the 
Infant-Seed of Believers in their. Infancy, now 
under. the Goſpel, into the Ballance alike, with 
a reſpect to. their Parents knowledge, . as if. they 
were Elected in the 1.

Thus I have proved ſplendently, That the In- 
fant-Seed of Believers are in Covenant, and are 
the proper: Subjets of Baptiſm, not excluding 
Adult Proſelytes :. By which I have fully Anfwe- 
red all. the Arguments that ever were raiſed a- 
gainſt it, and alſo Mr, B. K's. Book, in particu- 
lar, as much as if I had confuted them Arzu- 
ment by Argument. 


V. And Laſtly, Mr. B. K. hath laboured hard 
ta prove, That the Church State. under the Law 
was only a Carnal Legal Church State, and that it 
was diſlved at the Coming of Chriſt in the Fleſh. 
And one of his. Topping Arguments to prove. it 
to be ſo, . is, That they were a Natural Church, and 
the Churches under the Goſpel are congregational. .

1. That the Church is of the ſame Form and 
Mettle, I ſhall prove firſt out the 0/4 TeJament, 
Zech. 4. And the angel that talked with me, came 
azain and wakhed me; as a man that is wakbened 
out of his ſleep, And ſaid unto me, What ſeeſt thou ? 
And I ſaid, I have lobed, and behold, a candleſtick 
all of gold, &c. Secondly, the New Teſtament, 
Rev. I. 20. The myſtery of the ſeven ſtars which 
thou ſaweſt in my right hand, and the ſeven golden 


' candleſtichs, which thou ſaweſt,are the ſeven churches. 


Candleſticks are to ſet up a Light in,and they are 
of the ſame Mettle, viz. Golden Candleſticks. 
What though there was but one under the Law, 
and that was National, and now ſeveral and they 
congregattonal, yet the Form, Uſe, and Mettle, 
is the ſame. Suppoſe a Man hath a Tree in his 
Orchard that hath but one Branch upon it, and 
that is decaying, and he cuts that off, and graffs 
ſeveral Branches upon the ſame Stock, that doth 
not deſtroy the Root, or Stock of the Tree, Rome. 
11.16, For if the firſt-frutt be holy, the tump %. 
atf hoty : and if the root be holy, ſo are the branche 
The Church-State under the Law was the fame as 
it was in Abraham's Time, which was 430 Years 
before the Law of Moſes, and it ts the ſame as it 
was in Adam's Time, Gen. 3. 15. On this Pro- 
miſe the Foundation or Church-State was laid, 
and as it was in the Beginning, fo it is now, and 
cver will be to the Worlds End. 

But faith Mr. K. in pag. 9. I alſo ab you whe- 
ther the Jewiſh Church, that was founded upon = 
01s. 


Old Covenant, is not gone and diſÞplved 2? If þo, 


what doth yaur arguing prove ? 

I Anſwer, The Fewiſh Church-State was foun- 
ded on the Coyenant of Grace, call it what Co- 
.venant you pleaſe; for Abraham had the Goſpel 
preached unto him- when God eſtabliſhed the 


Covenant with him, Gal. 3. 8. And fo had Adam, | 


Gen, 3+. 15, And Noah was a Goſpel Preacher, 
2 Pet. 2. 5. And the Church-State is the ſame 
now as it was before the Diſpenſation of the 
Goſpel. 

I. By the Words of our Saviour humnſelf, 
Mat. 21. Therefore I ſay unto you, The kingdom of 
God ſhall be taken from you, and given to a nation 
bringing forth the fruit thereof.

all the Zews then were, pray tell us what King- 
dom of God this was. 1. It appears that this 
Kingdom of God was the Church Militant,and not 
theChurch Triumphant.
